Employment of Private Counsel for Farmer
and Current Government Employees :

During the recent Congressional hearings pertaining to alleged
domestic intelligence activities, certain present and former employees
of your organ1zat1on were called to testify in regard to their possible
involvement in these activities. The Attorney General determined that
it would be in the best interest of the Government to provide private
attorney representation to these present and former employees rather
than representation by attorneys of the Department of Justice. This’
alternative was selected to avoid a possible conflict of interest
arising because the aforementioned employees could not be assured at
the time of their appearances at the hearings that they would not.
become the subjects of criminal investigation and prosecution.

Accordingly, based on the Attorney General's determxnatTOn, pri- -
vate attorney representation was provided to the individuals involved.

The costs involved, while being paid by the Department of Justice as

the contracting agency, are properly chargeable to your organization.

Therefore, we are .enclosing a reimbursement agreement which reflects

the costs incurred to date for representation provided dur1ng the

Congress1ona] hearings.
